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TRELAND’S MINERAL RESOURCES. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

in,—Your article on Irelands mineral re 
sources in your issue of the 15th inst. ia most 
interesting. Why cannot our Government do 
for this country what the Indian Government 
did for Índia—s.e., put down every year a few 
bore-holes to prove the minerals, give them a 
“ hall mark,” and then allow bona fide develop- 
ment to take place? lf minerals are proved, let 
the Government get 25 per -cent. of the royalties 
for, say, 15 or 20 years to cover the cost of the 
boring and for any failures that may be. 

Many years ago, when the writer went to 
India, all the railways (except for a few miles 
from Bombay and Calcutta, where imported 
Welsh coal was used), burnt nothing but wood 
fuel. Geologists said that there was no coal or 
iron in India, but engineers kept urging the 
Government to put down bore-hcles, Eventu- 
ally it did so, with the result that coal, iron, 
gait, and other thinge were found, and, with the 
“ hall mark ” of Government, natural develop- 
ment took place. Áil the railways for many 
us have burned nothing but local coal, 

urnaces were started, and cannon, rifles, rails, 
etc,, aro now made there. Geologiste were 
proved wrong, and India hag developed beyond 
recognition. ractories have been started every. 
where. 

Here in Ireland it js nonsense to ear that 
there are no minerals. It is impossible that all 
the minerals should be placed on the other eide 
of & little ditch of water, and none on this 
side. They only want proving, which can only 
be done by bore-holes. We do not know the 
wealth we possess. You ask in your article: 
“ What is the Department of Agriculture doing 
in that respect?” It has a mining engineer 
to advise it, and has provided him with a 
hand boring tool! It might as well give him a 
toothpick. Bore-holes require to be put down 
500 to 1,000 feet to be of any eh. ha If that 
were eee. all sorts of things would be found 
that we never dreamt of. Then, and then only,

The French Government. 


M. Painlevé’s statement of Ministerial 
policy at the opening session of the Cham- 
ber yesterday was awaited with onusual 
interest by the French people. Since the 
war began four successive Ministries have 
resigned without an adverse Parliaméntary 
vote, in consequence of internal disrup- 
tion and gradual loss of authority. On 
every occasion a new Ministry has been 
formed by the “ reconstruction " of its pre- 
decessor, with a few omissions and addi- 
tions. The conduct of French politics 
threatened to relapse into its accustomed 
backwaters of stagnation and intrigue at 
the moment when public opinion demanded 
the creation of a united, strong, and reso- 
lute Government. M. Painlevé’s Ministry 
has offered no assured promise of sta- 
bility in the circumstances of its forma- 
tion. Im the first place, the Socialists, 
who have participated hitherto in the 
successive Ministries, have refused to join 
it. They have not withdrawn their sup- 
port, but the union sacrée is now for the 
first time impaired. In the next place, 
the formation of M. Pajnievé's Ministry 
has been unfortunate in its coincidence 
with the unearthing of another “faire.” 
The excitement creatxi by the Bonnet 
Rovge mystery has scarcely died away 
before the Turmel case has come into the 
open. M. Turmel is a Breton Deputy in 
whose cupboard in the Deputies cloak- 
room an envelope without address 
was discovered, containing a thousand 
pounds in Swiss bank notes. In view of 
his somewhat dubious record in the war 
polities of France M. Turmel was pressed 
to explain the origin of this sum, but he 
has offered no adequate explanation. The 
Ministry of Justice has now ordered an 
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way, or ignore the heavy losses of the 
glorious Army which since August, 1914, 
has been “the invincible shield of civilisa- 
tion.” .He indicates, indeed, that greater 
co-Ordination among the Allies will be 
necessary to allow France, without com- 
pletely exhausting herself, to meet at once 
her economic and military needs. 
meanwhile he propcses more effectually to 
mobilise the nation behind the Army in 
“a vast effort. of co-ordination and syn- 
thesis.’ The guns are thundering once 
more in Flanders and on the French front, 
and we may. look for a great Allied effort 
to take advantage of what remains of the 
campaigning season. 


Russia after the War. 


All wars have their origin in the fight 
for trade. A thousand years before 
Christ a Trojan king levied toll on the 
Greek ships from the Black Sea, and that 
nuisance provoked the war which Homer 
glorified with the story of Helen. Nearly 
two thousand years after Christ Germany 
decided to carve a why for her trade with 
the sword, and provoked a war in which 
all the issues of human liberty are now 
at stake. When this war is ended the 
peaceful struggle for the world’s trade 
will be resumed. No League of Nations 
will be able to mitigate its intense 
severity, for the belligerent conntries, 
burdened with vast war debts, must pro- 
duce, manufacture, and sell on a hugely 
increased scale if they are to survive. One 
of the few undeveloped 
Europe is Russia, and, after the war— 
which will leave Russia a great and free, 
but impoverished, Republic—Britain and 
Germany will be im conflict for the deve- 
lopment of Russian resources and the 
capture of Russian trade. Each will have 
an initial advantage over its rival. On 
the one hand, England will be Russia's 
friend. The kinship cemented by 
blood should open doors to her that 
will be banged in the face of the 
cruel and crafty nation whose armies are 
new on Russian soil. On the other hand, 
German trade was well established in 
Russia. before the war, and, since business 
soon forgets sentiment, may be able to re- 
establish itself more quickly than we now 
believe. If Britain proposes to fight Ger- 
many in Russia on anything like equal 
terms after the war, she must develop new 
methods of attack. We print elsewhere 
the warnings of Mr. Sidney Coxen’on this 
subject. Many men have given the same 
warnings before, but they cannot be re 
peated too often. German merchants 
“hold the field” in Russia, and we shall 
oust them only by practising their 
patience, vigilance, and adaptability, and 
by getting rid of our deeply-rocted dis- 
trust of the credit system. 

The resources which British industry 
and commerce, if skilfully organised 
and boldly led, may tap in the 
new Russia are illimitable We have 
before us a reprint of an article, 
entitled ' Great Britain s Opportunity in 
Russia,” by Mr. Leslie Urquhart, who has 
spent twenty years as a mining engineer 
in Russia. It was published in Sperling's 
Journal, which is circulated privately in 
the City of London. It deserves, however, 
to lie on the most conspicuous table of 
every Chamber of Commerce im the 
United. Kingdom, for it is an illuminating 
analysis of Russian wealth and Russian 
needs. Mr. Urquhart says,that after the 
war Russia must meet her enormous 
foreign debt by increasing the quantity 
and quality of her exports, by developing 
swiftly and systematically her- immense 
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offer, and this in turn, it is. said, will 
probably be rejected. Switzerland is now 
prodaiming her indignation that crowds 
of hungry foreigners are allowed to enter 
the country from the Central Empires, 
and eat up the small reserves of food in 
the country. Strong representations have 
been made to the Government on this 
point, and presumably it will take action. 
Such a state of things in the two countries 
three years ago would have brought down 
fearful threats from the German bully. 
To-day he can say little and do nothing.
